The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The reference 
by Chen et al. (Analytical Biochemistry) submitted in applicant's IDS filed 17 December 
2010 teaches heating glass microbeads and contacting the heated beads with the inner 
wall of a tube to bond the beads to the wall. Chen et al. fail to teach partially melting the 
inner wall of the test tube and subsequently contacting the partially melted wall with a 
plurality of beads to bond the beads to the wall.
